ing at Isandul, when nearly the whole 
of his regiment, the gallant Twenty- 
fourth, perished. Thus is the tragic in 
tue completeness of his victory near 
ite scene of that massacre.

The war office announced the queen 


is pleased t3r approve the promotion of 
General Symons, commanding 
the 


fourth division of the field force, to be 
major general supernumerary to the 
establishment for distinguished ser- 
vicee in the field. 


A Lengthy Battle 


The earliest dispatches regarding yes- 


terday's battle conveyed the impression 
that th« whole affair was not over a 
couple of hours, the British artillery si- 
lencing the Boer guns and the inf anitry 
men simply charging right over the hilL 
According to the latest advices the bat- 
tle lasted eight hours, nearly 
seven 


hours elapsed before the last Boer gun' 
was put out of action. 


The Infantry's Work 


The Irish fusiliers and the King's 


rifles, meanwhile advanced on the as- 
sault, were shooting their way up hill, 
driving the Boers back from shelter, 
until the finl rush of the British carried 
them to the summit. It was a bright 
clear morning, which enables the opera- 


tions to be followed by the staff officers 
without difficulty. 
A curious fact is 


that several times a lull occurred in the 
firing on both sides, the British infant- 
ry apparently taking1 breathing spells 
in their stift climbs and the Boers also 
holding back their fire. The magni- 
ficent practice of the British guns was 
an immense help, and the success of the 
assault was greatly due thereto. 


The Rout of the Enemy 


An enormous quantity of ammunition 


was expended. 


Once the British bayonets showed on 


the top of Kohje, the Boers retreated, 


and, 
when descending the other side 


they found the British battery and 
British cavalry out-flanking them their 
retreat became a rout. 
The British 


guns followed, unlimbering from time 
to time, and threw shells among the 
flying foe. 
The latter did not wait to 


try conclusions with the Hussars and 
mounted infantry, who apparently sel- 
dom got near enough to deliver effec- 
tive volleys. 


Recalls Dargarl Height* 


The pursuit continued until dusk, 


when the Boers were completely de- 
moralized. A heavy rain began to fall 
late in the afternoon, which naturally 
impeded artillery work. 


It is a striking coincidence that yes- 


terday was the second anniversary of a 
similar feat of British arms in India 
when the Gordon Highlanders stormed 
Darga-ri Heights. 


Operations thus far seem to show 


that Orange Free State Boers have a 
strong disinclination to fight at close 
quarters. This was rather anticipated. 


The Boers May Stop 


The Outlook publihes a dispatch from 


Cape Town, dated yesterday, alleging 
the Boers are not unlikely to make any

GLOUCESTER FISHERMAN 


CUT IN TWO BY STEAMER 


Boston, Oct. 21.—Four lives were lost 


in the waters of Boston harbor last night 
when the British tramp steamer Ar- 
dandhu, outward bound! for Halifax, cut 
In twain 4he Gloucester fisherman. Two 
Forty. The drowned were: Captain 
John Fewers, Fred Irvine, Fred' Arm- 
strong and Nail Brooks, all of Gloucester. 
Seven men were rescued1. 


The disaster occurred lathe moonlight 


off Castle island1 and was go quickly over 
that the Ardandhu did not stop to pick up 
the survivors of the little craft, which 
had been crushed by contact with her 
bow. The fisherman was Inward bound 
from the banks, deep laden with fresh 
fish. She met the Ardandihu in the main 
ship channel abreast of Castle island, 
having bean beating all the way In 
•gainst a light off-shore breeze. The 
accident occurred when the fisherman 
tacked directly across the steamer's 
bow. 


The steamer had left her wharf, going 


out Tinder fair headway. The only al- 
ternative to her pilot whea the schooner 
was wet was to have gone Into shallow 
wateA The "vhlslle was blown, and the 
eteamer went astern, but the momentum 
was too great and heir Iron prow crashed 
into the Two Forty about amldthlpi. 
The schooner went to the bottom almost 
immediately. 


The Ardandhu checked her speed, but 


then proceeded without making.any at- 


tempt to ascertain the dlamaige wmen bad 
been done. 


The disaster was witnessed by the 


South Boston life saving crew, whose 
station is not far distant, and a boat was 
sent out to the rescue. This boat picked 
up five men aw! secured the bodies of 
three others.

The Ardandihu came into port from 


Progresso, Mex., Saturday with sisal 
grass, and after unloading left in ballast 
for Halifax to load for Havana.

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BOERS LOSE HEAVIl 


Battle Like that of Majuba Hill, but vith 


the Results Reversed 


Britishers Capture a Boer Stronghold, Over a Thousand Wen 


Fell During the Onslaught, Eight Hundred of Whom 


Were Boers, England is Jubilant 


London, Oct. 21.—The dispatches re- 


ceived from South Africa leave no doubt 
that the Boers failed in their endeavor 
to execute a combined attack and that the 
British have achieved a brilliant victory, 
but at the cost of a heavy list of killed 
and wounded. 


The Boer plan, it is evident, was to hold 


the force at Ladysmith by demonstra- 
tions of the Free State troops on the 
western side, so as to prevent reinforce- 
ments being-sent to Glencoe. Ths latter 
place was to be isolated by cutting the 
railway between It 
and Ladysmith. 


Finally, a large force was to make a con- 
verging attack on Glencoe. 


The first two items of the progtram 


were successfully 'carried out, but the 
combined operation against Glencoe 
failed, owing, probably, to the fact that 
the Boer military organization is too 
rough and amateurish to bring large 
forces into simultaneous action. 
It is 


believed that only 4000 Boers were In 
actual action. 
A report says that 9000 


Jnore were advancing from 
Hatting- 


spruit, and a battalion of the Leicester 
regiment was sent to hold them in check, 
but this force is now in retreat. 


It is almost impossible to overestimate 


the importance of this initial victory, the 
result of an engagement in which, on a 
fairly foug-ht field, discipline and tac- 
tical skill have told heavily. 


After more than 18 years the Boers and 


the British have again, met, not from 
Laing's Nek and Majuba Hill, with an 
entirely different result; even if the de- 
feat does not lead to wholesale deser- 
tions from the Boer forces in disgust at 
the ineptness of their leaders, it has had 
important results. 
Besides restoring' 


British prestige, it has proved that the 
Boer artillery, whether directed by Ger- 
mans or not, is practically valueless. 


It is quite possible that the so-called 


plugged shells were defective melinite 
shells. On the other hand, it has proved 
to the Boers that the British artillery is 
equally efficient. The report that the 
British captured 17 guns appears to be 
Incorrect. 


While expressing sympathy with Gen- 


eral Symons ,and regret that his services 
are lost to the forces, the editorials in 
this morning's papers are ringing with 
songs of victory, and ridicule of the 
Boer threat to drive the British into the 
sea. 
The general belief is that the 


Boers will now confine themselves to 
guerilla tactics. 


Cape Town is delirious over the victory 


at Glencoe. The streets are filled with 
a cheering, bar-waving crowd, singing 
patriotic airs, and "Now We Shan't Be 
Long." 
The newspaper offices are be- 
sieged. 


The battle at Glencoe yesterday -was 


a brilliant success. 
The Boers got a re- 


verse which may possibly, for a time, at 
any rate, check all aggressive action. 


The British artillery practice in the 


early part of the day decided the battle. 
The seizure of Dundee hill by the Boers 
was a surprise, for, although the pick- 
ets had been exchanging shots all night, 
It was not until a shell boomed over the 
lown into the carrip that their presence i 
was discovered. 
Then the shells came | 


fast. 
The hill was positively alive i 


with swarming Boers. 
Still the British 


artillery got to work with magnificent 
energy and precision. 
The batteries 


from the camp took up positions to the 
south of the town, and, after a quarter 
of an hour's magnificent firing, silenced , 
the guns on the hills. 


The correspondent could see sheila 


dropping among the Boer pieces with re- 
markable accuracy, and doing tre- 
inendous execution for the enemy were 
present in very large numbers and in 
places considerably exposed. 


By this time the enemy held the whole 


of the hill behind Smith's Farm and the 
.Dundee Kopje, right away to the south,' 
in which direction the British infantry 
and cavalry moved at once. 
The firing 


raged particularly hot at the valley out- 
side the town. 


Directly the Boer guns ceased firing, 


General Symons ordered the infantry to 
move on the position. 
The infantry 


charge was magnificent. 
The way the 


King's Royal rifles and the 
Dublin 


Fusiliers stormed the position was one 
of the most splendid sights ever seen. 


The firing of the Boers was not so 


deadly as might have been expected 
from the troops occupying such an ex- 
cellent position, but the infantry lost 
heavily going up the hill, and only the 
consummately brilliant way in which 
they were trained to fighting saved them 
from being swept away. 


Indeed, the hill was almost inacces- 


sible to the storming party, and any 
hesitation would have lost the day. The 
enemy's guns, so far as the corres- 
. ^ --,„. j ,. ,.,. 
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pondent could see, were all abandoned, 
for the Boers had no time to remove 
them. 
A stream of fugitives poured 


down the hillside into the valley, where 
the battle went on with no abatement. 


General Symons was wounded early in 


the action, and the command then de- 
volved upon Major Yule. 


The enemy, as they fled, were followed 


by the cavalry, mounted Infantry and 
artillery. 
The direction taken was to 


the eastward. At the latest reports the 
cavalry had not returned. 


Some say that four, and some say 


five, guns have been captured. 


The Boor artillery firing was weak. 


A lot of plugged shells were used. 


Although the enemy's position was 


carried soon after 1 o'clock, scattered 
firing went on almost all the afternoon. 


The British losses are very severe, 


but those of the Boers are much heavier. 


The final rush was made with a tri- 


umphant yell, and as the British troops 
charged to close quarters ,the enemy 
turned and fled, leaving all their Impedi- 
menta and guns behind them In their 
precipitate flight. 


Wh|le this was going on, one battery 


of artillery, the Eighteenth Hussars, and 
the mounted Infantry, with a part of the 
Leicester regiment, got on the enemy's 
flank, and as the Boers streamed wildly 
down the hill, making for the main road, 
they found their retreat bad been cut 
oft. 
but ,they rallied for a while and 


there was severe firing, with consider- 
able loss on both side*. 
Many of the 


enemy surrendered. 


A rough estimate places the British 


loss ut 250 killed or wounded, and that of 
the Boern Hi 800.

Last Race oi Series Sailed in a Gale, and 


Ends with Best of Good Feeling- 


The Cup Still Remains as a Testimonial to Yankee Ingenuity 


and Skill. Columbia Was Superior in the Run and 


Windward Beats, Lipton is Satisfied 


through his glasses, durihgtHeffgHttng, 
ho noticed how much the Boers seemed 
to be nonplussed by the tactics of the 
imperial troops, especially of the well 
drilled, swift-moving horsemen. 
The 


enemy are still, as of old, a mob. 
They 


are without horses or forage, and many 
of them rely for food upon what they 
can obtain by looting. 
Their animals 


are mos*^ '-r- ~. wretched condition. 


It is uuuci stood that before yester- 


day's battle several Boers had left their 
commandoes and gone home t£ their 
farms, and many others are now likely 
to follow. 


The movement of the commandoes in 


the Utrecht district are somewhat mys- 
terious. It Is supposed that they have 
some idea of getting around between ' 
this place and Ladysmith. Many Boers 
are reported to be falling back on their 
old position. They have been raising a 
series of fortifications between Sands- 
pruit and Dannahauser, their object being 
to contest the grand advance of the im- 
perial troops. Near Sand&pruit camp 
they have a laager with several pieces 
of artillery and another behind Volks- 
rust. There are guns on Mount Pog- 
wani, overlooking Laing's Nek. Laing's 
Nek and Ingogo heights are fortified and 
earthworks have been thrown up and 
guns left at various places on the way 
south. 


A Glencoe camp correspondent, tele- 


graphing Friday, says: A force of 6000 
Boers led by Commandant General Jou- 
bert has been defeated severely by a 
force under General Symons, and the 
enemy at this, moment are in full retreat. 
Nobody in the camp save General 
Symons and his staff were aware that the 
Boers intended to attack this morning, 
and that he would get within three miles 
of this position before making his pies- 
ence known to all concerned. It was 
known, however, that the enemy were 
advancing still further south, and it was 
seen that unusual precautions had been 
taken to guard against a surprise dur- 
ing the night. 


Just after dawn the Boer artillery 


opened fire from G.ciicoe hill. 
The 


range was ill-judged and the quality of 
the ammunition bad. Durinig: two hours 
anfl a half scarcely a half dozen shells 
burst \\ithin our lines. Our gunners, on 
the contrary, made excellent practice, 
which soon began to tell upon the enemy. 


At 7:30 General Symons ordered a gen- 


eral advance of the infantry brigade, 
which he himself accompanied. 


The Dublin fusiliers were well in front, 


with the King's Royal rifles out on the 
right and the Leicestershire regiment on 
the left. The men advanced smartly, 
taking advantage of every bit of cover- 
tactics in which they had been exercised 
for weeks past. 


The advance was covered by a terrific 


fire from- our three batteries, and'several 
Boer guns were silenced before the 
fusiliers began to climb the hill. By the 
time the fusiliers and Royal rifles got 
within 1000 yards of the crest the Boer 
batteries had been completely silenced, 
our own guns having pounded them at 
2500 yards range with crushing effect. 


The Boers, meantime, were keeping 


up a heavy rifle fire, which thinned our 
ranks considerably. By 9 o'clock the 
fusiliers and Royal rifles had swarmed 
over the hill and the Boers were on the 
run. 


Meantime, the Eighteenth Hussars 


and all the colonial mounted- Infantry 
and the Leicestershire regiment had been 
moved north and east, thus practically 
cutting off the Boer main line of retreat; 
and the enemy, caught between two 
fires, lost heavily. 


At this moment fighting is going on 


still, but tiie defeat of the enemy is al- 
ready complete and crushing, and it 
looks as though few would escape. 


Our losses are probably 300 killed or 


wounded, and that of the/ Boers three 
times as many. 


Messages from Kimberley,, dated Oct. 


17, say that the Boers still occupy their 
position at Spytfontein. They are lift- 
ing cattle and devastating everything. 
An Englishman, with a Free, State per- 
mit, who was temporarily detained! near 
Kimberley, reports that the Boers have 
large flocks and herds. 


Lorenzo Marques is overcrowded with 


refugees, almost all of whom are with- 
out money. They are 
compelled to 


sleep in the open. Many of them are 
English. The inhabitants are quite un- 
able to cope with the distress. 


Having gone into committee of supply, 


the parliamentary under secretary of 
state for war, Mr. Wyndiham, introduced 
in the house of commons yesterday the 
supplementary army 'estimate's, and ex- 
plained the need of them. The Irish 
members and Henry Labouchere alone 
opposed th« estimates.. 


On the announcement to the house by 


Mr. Balfour that General Symonds was 
wounded all tHe members uncovered, tiie 
debate was stopped and a vote of £10,- 
000,000 was carried, the result being an- 
nounced as 271 for and 32 against the 
credit.

THE AMERICA'S CUP. 


For the eleventh time the attempt of 


a foreigner to wrest from America the 
yachting supremacy of the world has 
failed. The trophy won by the old 
schooner America 48 years ago is still 
ours, a monument to the superiority of 
American seamanship and American 
naval architecture and a perpetual chal- 
lenge to the yachtsmen of all nations. 


To Sir Thomas Lipton, whose name Is 


now added to the list of defeated as- 
pirants for the honor of carrying the cup 
back across the Atlantic, failure was a 
severe blow. But, as he is a true sports- 
man, the sting of defeat has left no bit- 
terness, and he intimates that he may 
be back next year with a better boat to 
try again. During,, his, stay here Sir 
Thomas has made himself more popular 
than any previous challenger, and the 
yachtsmen of this country will be glad 
to welcome him back. 


Fxcept for the repeated flukes and the 


*"cident to the challenger on Tuesday, 
fne series of races has been unmarred 
by a single untoward incident. Ths boats 
have had two fair and square races, one 
in light airs and the other in a heavy 
•blow, and Sir Thomas is satisfied that 
he was beaten by the better boat. 


Friday's race waa a fine test of the 


rough weather" qualities of th« two big 
sloops. There was too much frostlness 
in the air for comfort, and it was Tar too 
rough for landlubbers. The sky was 
overcast with gray clouds and a chilling 
•wind was blowing out of the northeast. 
The ocean was a riot of white caps. 
Some of the holiday fleet declined to go 
outside, and those that did rolled ami 
plungedl in the tumbling billows, send- 
ing all but the old salts below. 


The prayer of Sir Thomas for wind 


was answered. It was blowir.g 25 miles 
an hour at the lightship, enough wind 
and enough sea to make any raciig 
machine stagger. Even the pilot boats 
were under shortened sail. 


The course, 15 miles before the wind, 


eouth by west, carried the yachts 
straight down the Jersey coast to a point 
off Long Branch, so that the race was 
sailed in plain view of the thousands 
perched upon the heights of Navesink 
and along the shore from Seabright to 
Asbury Park. The crew of Columbia 
wore oilskins and1 sou'westers and the 
crew of Shamrock wore white canvas. 
It was blowing too hard for clubtcup- 
eails, and both skippers contented them- 
selves with hoisting small working top- 
sails. 


Both yachts sped across the starting 


line before the 25-knot breeze wing and 
wing, with their spinnakers breaking 
out. Shamrock was over a minute and 
one second before the defender. But this 
was not due to superior seamanship. 
Captain Barr held off for that length of 
time after Shamrock crossed in order 
that he might get the position astern, 
where he could have an opportunity to 
blanket his rival. 


Columbia carried her spinnaker boom 


at an angle of almost 45 degrees. This 
allowed the big sail to belly far out for- 
ward and draw like a locomotive. But 
It was rather dangerous, and twice an 
extra puff of wind carried the sail for- 
ward and up until it tumbled over the 
Stay. But the beer 'isle sailors'eijeu' Urns 
had it back in place in a jiffy. 


Shamrock had no such mishap, as 


Hogarth carried his boom much lower. 
The Yankee trick, however, did its work, 
lifting the head of Columbia out of the 
water until she.seemed to be skimming 
over the surface. The excursion fleet 
were chasing after the yachts as fast as 
their steam would carry them. But the 
big sloops set so hot a pace that they 
"left half the tugboats and small steam 
yachts astern. They were going at a 
l.i-knot clip, the Yankee slowly but sure- 
ly. Inch by Inch, overhauling her rival. 
Closer and closer she drew, dead astern 
of the challenger, hoping with her can- 
vas to shut off her rival's wind. 


When Columbia had crept up to within 


striking distance, Shamrock crowded on 
a little more canvas, setting a baby Jib- 
topsail, and for 10 minutes she seemed to 
hold the American even. Both were 
going very swiftly. A« the yachts ap- 
proached the outer mark It wast seen that 
Columbia was again 'picking up on 
Shamrock. 


At 12:10, half a mile from the mark, the 


Bristol boat got alongslde.the challenger, 
and neck and n«ok they bowled down for 
the float. Three minutes later, when .they 
took in their spinnakers preparatory to 
•yblnt. Columbia w*s a length In th« 
lead and footing like ma6\ 


The -yachts swept arouM th« mark, 


Columbia 17 teconds ahead, but M close 
that one chorus from the fleet answered 
for both. Columbia bad gained a minute 
end 18 seconds in the 15-mile run. 


Ag they leaned away on the starboard 


tack for the bemt home, Columbia was to 
windward, *Bd about a length ahead. 
With their weeta trimmed aft, they 


surged into the head seas, sending the 
brine smoking high as the spreaders. 
Thpy careened until their lee rails were 
awash In the waves. 
Oceans of spray 


came over, 
and 
occasionally both 


shipped solid crests of water forward. 
Everything aboard was wet and drip- 
ping. 


Seldom has there been such a smash- 


Ing sea undfe? the bows of cup con- 
testants. 
Shamrock labored more than 


Columbia. 
Once of twice she buried 


her bows In the seas, wetting her head- 
sails. 
Ten minutes of this satisfied the 


patriots that the defender was as much 
superior to Shamrock In rough weather 
windward work as she was in the lighter 
airs. 
She pointed almost a point higher 


than her rival, and footed just as fast. 


Columbia had housed her working 


topsail before they turned the mark, 
but Shamrock held on until, in the 
freshening winds, It was deemed dan- 
gerous to carry it longer, and a sailor 
was sent aloft to lower it. 
It was a 


delicate Job, with 
the big 90-footer 


bucking into the jumping sea like a 
broncho, but after five minutes of hard 
work it was accomplished. 


On every tack of the thrash to wind- 


ward, the Yankee increased bar lead, 
sailing so close that the old salts said 
she could "wipe the eye of the wind." 
At 1:45 Columbia w^.s leading by a 
quarter of a mile. 
The situation for 


Shamrock was desperate, and the Brit- 
ish skipper decided to crowd on more 
canvas. 
After some trouble he suc- 


ceeded in setting a small clubtopsail. 


Columbia kept on under mainsail, stay 


and jib. 
The challenger leaned over 


unde.r the press of canvas until her decks 
were at an angle o? 30 degrees. 
Her 


speed wa» undoubtedly increased, but 
her inability to point lost htr almost as 
much as she gained in footing. 
Then 


She resorted to splitting tacks, once run- 
rang close in shore under the Navesink 
highlands. 
A slight cant in the wind 


favored her at this time, and she man- 
aged to close up the gap, until little 
more than half a mile separated her 
from Columbia. 
Soon after, the wind 


slackened a little, and thereafter Sham- 
rock lost rather than gained ground. 
All the excursion boats at this time were 
bucking into the head seas for home. 
But the pace was too hot, and not half 
the fleet was in it at the finish. 


The rush of the racers on the final 


tack was magnificent. Geysers spurted 
from the bows, and drenched the sailors 
lyingplleenpagainst the weather rail. 
As the Yankee shot across the finish 
between the lightship and the committee 
boat, the whistles of the fleet screeched 
loud applause. 


The challenger raced across five min- 


utes and seven seconds later. 


Shamrock got a noisier reception than 


the champion as she finished, perhaps 
because some of the belated vessels had 
got up. 


A grand spectacle followed. 
The 


victor, after lowering her sails, set the 
Stars and Stripes at her topmast truck, 
at both ends of her spreader, and at the 
taffrail. 
Soon the whole fleet blossomed 


out in American flags. They flew from 
every staff and gaff and mast. 


The Corsair, the flagship of the New 


York Yacht club, had six slapping in 
the stiff bre'eze, as she went alongside 
Columbia and gave her three shrieking 
blasts. The crew cheered, and the Deer 
Isle men aboard Columbia responded 
with bared heads. 
Every ship in the 


excursion fleet followed, turning loose 
whistles and sirens in a maddening 
chorus. 
Some of the excursion boats 


kept their whistles going half way to 
New York. 
Later Erin steamed up to 


Columbia, the Stars and Stripes flutter- 
ing from main and mizzen. 
The Cor- 


sair greeted her with cannon, which Sir 
Thomas acknowledged by dipping the 
English jack at the taffrail. 
Then the 


crew of Erin lined the rail and gave 
three cheers for the victors. 
The cheers 


were returned with interest by the crew 
of Columbia. 


The American yacht was first to reach 


her mooring buoy inside the Hook, and 
when her late rival came up, in tow, the 
Bailors of both cheered each other lustily. 


Later Sir Thomas went aboard the 


Corsair, and there, soon afterwards, Mr. 
Iselin joined hfin. 
There were toasts to 


victor and vanquished, to America and 
and all sorts of things, and so, with 
felicitations all around, the cup series 
for 1S99 ended, with the best of good 
feeling. 
. Sir Thomas Lipton bore his defeat like 
the gentleman and sportsman that he is. 
"The better boat won,"' he said, "and 
that is as it .should be, and .has always 
been in the races for America's cup." 
- Former Mayor Strong and a number of 
prominent business men and Wall street 
men have sent out a call for subscrip- 
tions for the purpose of presenting Sir 
Thomas Lipton a magnificent loving 
cup, as a token of the esteem in which 
he is held by the American people.

Staple Articles Main ain Old Firmness—Iron 


and Steel Held Their Strength. 


New York, Oct. 21.—Bradsrreet'ssays: 


More nearly, perhaps, than ever before, 
does the volume of general trade and in- 
dustry -tax existing transportation fa- 
cilities handling the same. From nearly 
all parts of the country, but particularly 
from the westl and south,.come reports 
of car scarcity. Some of this congestion 
seems to be the result;,of a diversion of 
traffic 'ordinarily carried on by water 
routes to .already crowded railroads. 
From both coasts of this country also 
come reports of insufficient tonnage of- 
fering to handle goods seeking a foreign 
outlet, and freight rates are consider- 
ably higher than they were a year or 
more ago. 


"With few notaible exceptions prices 


continue strong. A number of lines have 
advanced quotations, while the great 
body of staple articles manifest all tftpir 
old firmness. Some weakness in wheat 
prices is directly traceable to higher 
freight rates. Corn is not as depressed 
as wheat, mainly because of lighter re- 
ceipts, but current receipts of wheat are 
also smaller than they were a year go. 


The weakness in prices of copper and 


of copper mine stocks is attributed to 
production gradually overtaking de- 
mand and tin is also considerably lower. 


A renewal of strength is noted in cot- 


ton, though foreign buying is reported 
still indifferent, domes'tic speculative 
confidence and good conditions in* the 
manufactured goods branch furnishing 
an impetus this week.

f CAKES FOR WINTER SOCIALS. 


An earthen or wooden dish and wood- 


en spoon are best for stirring cake 


Before you begin to mix the cake, 


grease the tins with butter or lard as 
preferred—butter gives the crust a 
sweeter taste—but the cake is less likely 
to stick to the pans if lard is used, but 
if the tins are lined with paper, It will 
•not matter which is used—paraffine pa- 
per may be used for lining the tins with- 
out greasing at all. Several thicknesses 
of paper should be laid in the bottom 
of pans for fruit cake, as this is more 
liable to burn than other kinds. 


Have all the necessary ingredients at 


hand and see that the fire is good as 
cake sttouid not be allowed to stand dur- 
ing the process of mixing, or when 
ready for the oven. 


The butter and sugar should be stirred 


to a cream. This process is facilitated by 
having the mixing bowl slightly warm 
but on no account melt the butter. Upon 
this faithful "creaming" of the butter 
and sugar, depends chiefly the success of 
the cake. 


To the butter and sugar add the eggs 


beaten thoroughly. In most cakes a bet- 
ter result is obtained by beating yolks 
and whites separately, and adding the 
beaten whites last- 


Next add the milk and flavoring. Sift 


the baking powder or cream of tartar 
and soda thoroughly through the flour. 
Fruit and spices should always be add- 
ed the last thing. 


But much of the success of cake mak- 


ing depends upon the oven. Most cake 
requires a moderately hot oven to make 
it rise up well. Fruit cake should be 
put into a slow oven, as it needs longer 
baking- and is apt to burn. For all cake 
the heat should be well kept up. Sponge 
cako in particular needs a steady heat. 
Jelly cake and all layer cakes need a. 
hot oven, and are easier to bake than 
loaf cake. They bake quickly and re- 
quire close watching- to prevent burning 
around the edges. When loaf cake is 
placed in the oven do not open the door ot 
the oven till the end of ten minutes or 
more as the chill of the outer air might 
cause the cake to fall. Do not remove 
the cake until it is thoroughly baked cr 
it will fall. 


Good cooks vary as to the use of pastry 


j- flour or bread flour in cake making. Pas- 


try flour being generally advised by the 
best writers on cookery, bmt from actual 
results both are considered good. 


A very good plate of assorted caka 


may be made up from the following re- 
ceipes. 


ANGLE CAKE. 


One scant cup of flour measured after 


sifting four times; one teaspoonful 
cream of tartar sifted into the flour, 
eleven eggs (whites-only), one and one- 
half cup finest granulated sugar, va- 
nilla for flavoring. Use pastry flour. 
Beat the whites of the eggs till stiff, 
then beat in lightly the sifted flour, sug- 
ar and vanilla, pour into an ungreased 
pan without paper. 
Bake in aquick 


oven. When the cake is done, turn the 
pan upside down and rest it on something 
so the air can pass under the cake until 
it partly cools. Turn it out and frost 
the bottom with confectioners' sugar, 
wet up to the right consistency with cold 
water and flavored with vanilla and 
spread on the cake while warm. 
DEVIL* FOOD. 


One-half cup grated chocolate, one- 


half cup milk, one egg (yolk only), cook 
all together in stew'-pan till thick, then 
add this custard to one cup sugar and 
one-third cup butter, one-half cup milk, 
one and one-half cups flour into which is 
sifted one-half teaspoonful soda. Bake 
In square tin and frost with boiled frost- 
ing.

BOILED FROSTING.

One cup granulated sugar, one-ihalf i 


cup water boiled together till a little j 
hair forms from the spoon. Then cool | 
and pour on to the stiffly beaten white of j 
en egg. stir till it granulates and spread 
on cake quickly while both the frosting 
and cake axe warm. 
DATE POUND CAKE. 


One-half pound sugar, one-half cup 


butter, one-half pound flour, five eggs, 
one-half pound dates cut up fine, mix 
and bake in usual way. Very nice, 


PURL CAKE. 


One cup sugar, one-half cup butter, 


whites three eggs, one-half cup com 
starch, one-half cup sweet milk, one-half 
teaspoon cream tartar, oneyiuarter tea- 
spoon soda, vanilla. Frost with choco- 
late frosting.EMMA G. JEFFERSON.

Pour in a pint I 
of warm water (or veal broth, if you havoi 
It )and stew it over a slow fire till the j 
rabbits are quite tender; adding when! 
they are about half done some bita,-ot'j 
butter rolled in flour. Just before youj 
take it from the fire, enrich the gravsj 
with a gill or more of thick cream with, 
some nutmeg grated into it. Stir the 
gravy well, but take care not to let it; 
boil after the cream Is in, lest it curdle., 
Put the pieces of rabbit in a hot dish.

Bake very slowly] 
six hours and let it stand" in the oven, 
over night if possible, or until the fire 
goes out, that it may have the ripening 
of the old brick oven. Serve with butter 
or cream. 


MACARONI CROQUETTES. 


Break one-quarter of a pound' of mao* 


aroni in half-inch, pieces, and boil rap- 
idly in plenty of boiling, salted water 
for twenty-five minutes; throw in cold 
water for five minutes, then drain. Scald 
one cup of milk; rub one large table- 
spoonful of butter and, two rounding 
tablespoonfuls of flour together until 
smooth; add the yolk of one egg, and 
beat for half a minute fc^ver the fire; add 
the macaroni, one tablespoonf ui of Par- 
mesan cheese, salt and pepper to taste. 
Mix well, cool, form into croquettes, roll 
in egg, and then in bread crumbs, and 
fry in smoking hot fait; serve with cream 
sauce. 


LEMON PIE. 


Cream one cup of sugar and a piece 


of butter the size of an egg. Ada two 
tablespoonfuls of cornstarch dissolved . 
in a very little water. 
Then add the

this mixture pour one cup of boiling- wa- 
ter. Cook this in a dish placed in hot |. 
water, and when clear and thick remove J- 
from the fire, and when cool, adNl th« 
yolk of a well-beaten egg.

VEAL STEWED WITH PARSNIPS. 
Scrape and cut into dice two medium- 


sized parsnips an'd half a dozen roots of 
salsify. Pare one celery root and out it1 
quite fine. In the bottom of a stew-pan 
put four thin slices of salt pork, lay on 
this one pound of lean veal or 'a small 
knuckle.add the vegetables and sufficient 
boiling water to partly cover. Simmer* 
slowly for two hours, transfer the veal 
to a hot p'atter, arrange the vegetables 
around it.squeeze over it the juice of one- 
half of a sour orange, and cover it .wjiijjj

One cup of light brown sugar, one owl

BOILED FRESH COD.' 


Wash and clean the fish and rnb salt 


on the Inside. Put sufficient water in 
the fish kettle to cover the fisfb very, 
well, and add to the water a large hand-' 
ful of salt. As soon as the salt Is en-: 
tirely melted put In the fish. A very small' 
codfish will be done in about twenty, 
minutes (after the water has boiled) a 
a large one will take about an hour or' 
more. Garnish with the roe and liven 
fried or with scraped horse-radish^ 
Send It to the table with oyster sauc* 
in a boat. 


COCOANUT PUDDING. 


Mix with a half a cupful of sponge 


sake crumbled fine a half pound of grat- 
ed cocoanut. Cream together half a 
cupful of butter and a cup of sugar, add 
a cupful of rich milk or cream. Add 
gradually six eggs, beaten very light, 
then add the cocoanut<and cake. Stir 
thoroughly, add vanilla flavoring to 
taste; put Into a buttered dish and bake ' 
until set. This is nice to reserve the ' 
whites of three of the eggs for the top of ' 
the pudding.

POULTRY POINTERS. 


Oats make a good feed for the molting 


hens. 


Peking ducks develop early and are 


good market fowls. 


Fowls on the farm will eat much waste 


grain and rid the farm of weed seeds and 
insects. 


If there are pullets or cockerels in 


some of the broods that grow faster than 
the rest, select them out to keep. 


It is well enough to give hens oily food 


when they are in a low condition or are 
debilitated from the attacks of lice. 


The heavy sitters should have shallow 


nest boxes and rather flat nests; other- 
wise there will be many broken eggs. 


Generally the pullet that begins to lay 


earliest in life is the one that will lay 
the largest number of eggs through life. 


If a hen does not hatch until late, it 


will, as a rule, be better to market her, 
as late molting hens are rarely profitable. 


When good wheat is low in price, the 


economy of buyiag screenings is, to say 
the least, doubtfal. They contain but a 
small per cent of nutriment, while good 
wheat is a valuable food. 


Early hatched pullets always begin to 


lay in the fall and early winter. They 
Mil soon pay for themselves when eggs 
are scarce and high. Never sell the best 
of the early pullets.—St. Louis Republic.

RISKY RISKS IN BERKSHIRE 


Some of Jhe Dangers ot Insuring Farm 


Property 


The •ecretary's report at the recent 


quarterly meeting of the Berkshire 
Mutual Fire Insurance company, held 
in Plttafleld, presented some Interest- 
ing facts in regard to the insurance of 
farm buildings. Some parts of the re- 
port In reference to this subject follow, 
the report covering the last 20 years: 


'The twenty years has been a period 


which we can look to as showing a 
growth that Berkshire can well tako 
pride in. The "hill towns" are, wlhout 
doubt, a little m advance of what they 
were 20 years ago, yet they have not 
kept pace with the business centers* 
But in face of our admitting a slight 
Improvement in material interests they 
have 
proved 
unprofitable 
for 
In- 


surance companies. 


"The hardest problem which the of- 


ficers have had to solve in the 20 years 
has been that of farm or outriska It 
was an important one, as the larger 
part of our business was of that class. 
Competition was Increasing, malting It 
more difficult to get desirable business. 
The farmers needed and should have 
protection, yet it became a question of 
existence and action was taken by cut- 
ting down the term of policies from 
five to three years increasing rates and 
curtailing the lines. A careful estimate 
shows that In 1897 two-thirds of our 
risks were of the farm or outside class, 
while now they are less than one- 
quarter. 


"Notwithstanding these changes and 


the use of a'great deal of care in se- 
lection, we have paid in the last three 
years $8000 over receipts for the priv- 
ilege of doing business on that class of 
risks. Our experience is no different 
than that of other companies, and the 
cause Is a matter of serious considera- 
tion. An underwriter of long service 
told me he considered that the old rate 
of 1 par cent for five years on farm 
property no more than paid for the 
lightning hazard alone. Our experience 
is that the new rate of 1% for three 
years is nearly consumed by that one 
cause alone. 


The increased use ot the pipe, match- 


es, oils for machinery, the employment 
of unreliable help and faulty construc- 
tion of flues, are to me causes that ex- 
plain a great deal of the increase in 
hazard. To these add the moral hazard 
and frequency of the tramp. 


To this latter "genus" the farmer 


owes anythng but a debt of gratitude, 
and it is but a quesion of time when 
self preservation will demand a change 
both in the law and public sentiment 
that will protect iclustrious people trom 
this blot on our bcasted civilization. 
The tramp has kept pace with the times 
and shown a growth in 20 years equal 
to any of our industries. The insurance 
companies have paid largely for his 
growth and can urge with good grace 
that the public good demands less, 
rather than more of him."

Arklchita, a typical Indian, was chief 


scout at Fort Slssetou. Dakota, In 1882. 
Although be knew English well, he 
held the old Indian hatred of Its use, 
and would never spetfk It except under 
extraordinary circumstances. He stood 
about five feet nine inches lu height, 
was slender, but wiry, and was about 
84 years of age. Ordinarily he was 
slow and sedate in his actions—\iery 
dignified; but when the necessity arose, 
lie could be as quick as a flash, and 
bad, 
like every Indian on the north- 


western plains, a pair of eyes that 
could equal any fleklglass. 


His services—for he had been em- 


ployed as a scout forsome yoars—had 
been very valuable to the government, 
and, in recognition of this fact, the offi- 
cer in command had secured authority 
from the war department to promote 
him to the rank of sergeant; conse- 
quently he went around in a neat uni- 
form with chevrons and stripes, very 
much impressed with his own impor- 
tancl, which he considered second only 
to that of the commanding officer; and 
he took care that every one else also 
should respect his rank and dignity. 


As bis native name Is the Sioux for 


"soldier," It is easily seen why he was 
so named; but be had still another 
name, which the Indians bad given 
him before bis entering military cir- 
cles, and tbat, translated Into English, 
was the "grasswalker," or "trailer," 
from his absolutely marvelous ability 
to find the trail of anything that left 
even the slightest trace on the ground 
as it passed over It 


A desperate soldier named Brlce 


broke jail one night and was" pursued 
the following morning. The trail led to 
the west for a trifle over a mile; then it 
turned uorth for a quarter of a mile 
and we followed until we came to a 
tree at the edge of a slough to the 
northwest of the fort, colied the "gar- 
den bar slough." Here Arkichita point- 
ed under tbe tree and said Brice had 
lain down there to rest 


The trail here led into the slough. 
A Dakota "slough" Is a shallow lake, 


the water of which Is from six Inches 
to three feet deep, with a soft, muddy 
bottom, but not generally miry. Tlie 
center of the slougb* is usually free 
from grasses or weeds, but along the 
edges, from 20 to GO yards out, long 
tule grass grows. 


This particular slough was a mile 


long and varied from an eighth to a 
quarter of a mile In width, and there 
was a foot of water covering as much 
soft mud. During the night the wind 
bad rolled the water up considerably. 
It seemed hardly possible to track any- 
thing through it, except where the tule 
had been broken down. Wliere that 
was tbe case, even I could follow the 
trail; on reaching open water, however, 
the case was different. 


The eastern end of the slough reached 


to a point near tbe fort not more than 
150 yards from a brickyard, on which 
was a kiln tbat bad been,built during 
the summer. The kiln was now ready 
for firing. 


Once I thought Arkichita was baffled, 


after all; he had come to a dead stand- 
still near the tule. Then an inspiration 
struck me; perhaps by a circle I could 
find the trail. Happy thought! I put it 
Into immediate execution and found 
one. 
Rather elated at my success, I 


called, "Come quick; heap trail!" He 
came over, took one look; just tbe sug- 
gestion of a smile played on his face 
as he said, "Cow." 


I did no more trailing, but under- 


stood what was bothering him. The 
post herd also bad waded through here 
since Brice's escape, and it took all the 
scout's endless patience and wonderful 
eyesight to keep the trail where the 
cattle had passed through It. The grass 
stem-was of no use here. 


We had passed over half the slough 


In this circuitous route, when sudden- 
ly Arkichita started, straight as the 
crow flies, for the edge of the slough 
near the brickkiln. Was be following 
the trail? 


On he went until he came to the 


shore nearest tbe kiln; here be stopped, 
evidently bothered again. There was a 
•carcely discernible footprint in tbe 
mud and water right at the edge of tbe 
ilough, apparently tbe last step tbe de- 
serter had taken before reaching bard 
cround. This footprint showed the toes, 
so*tiie deserter was now barefooted. 
Another thing about this print was its 
direction; It stood at right angles to the 
line previously followed. Either the 
man'had taken a sideward spring for 
the land from bis right foot, or he had 
turned around and started back over 
bis own trail. 


Arkichita went down on bis knees 


ind inspected tbe grass, blade by 
blade. I kept a respectful distance at 
one side, astonished at the turn tbe 
affair had taken. Now, inch by Inch, 
on bis knees, he wrenched the secret 
from the apparently unwilling surface 
of tbe earth. Eighty yards from tbe 
kiln, he looked up and glanced at it 
The same idea evidently instantly occur* 
red to betb of us. The trail was lead* 
Ing to the kiln! Then he rose, and, 
bending over, slowly advanced to tbe 
edge of tbe brickyard. 


After reaching tbe yard, Arkichita 


walked slowly around tbe outer edge 
of ft examining the ground with the 
utmost care, until he came to tbe point 
from wblcb be started, wben he said, 
"Trail come In—no go out; man in 
there," pointing to tbe kiln. 


And circumstances proved him to be 


clgbt, tbougb it was 36 hours before 
the fugitive was located In the'klln and 
captured.—Lieutenant W, C. Bennett,

of Liberia, in South Africa, and are 
suggesting that the time has arrived 
suitable for its division among the 
powers. Basing its claim on the fact 
that most of the business firms there 
are German, the press of the country 
is urging tbat the government step in 
and take over the assets and liabilities 
of Liberia. It is a fact beyond dispute 
that the establishment of Liberia has 
failed in Its mission, says the Philadel- 
phia Inquirer. There has been no large 
exodus from tbe United States of ne- 
groes desirous of establishing their 
own government. The supervision that 
we have exercised over the country has 
been very slack, and Liberia is un- 
doubtedly dying of inanition. But the 
United States would be extremely sor- 
ry to see it fall into the hands of Ger- 
many. That country is the worst colo- 
nizer that we have, though her people 
are tbe best colonials that exist. This 
anomaly is due to tbe fact that German 
governmental methods are not suited 
to colonial work.

McDonald has been assigned to other 
duty, and the youthful stowaway has 
caused him to be guyed considerably 
by the other officers. 


LOCAL BOYS OF THE 26TH 


Letter From Robert Whipple Describing 


Life on the Transport 


Among the- interesting- letters- re- 


ceived from the local boys of the 26th 
regiment, mailed at Honolulu, -was one 
from Robert Whipple, in which he de- 
scribes the life on board the transport 
Grant in the long journey. Some of 
the more interesting parts of the letter 
are given here: 
Dear ones at home: 


I thought you would want to know 


all about this trip, so I am going to 
write you a little each day. 


Tuesday. September 
28—We 
left 


'Frisco Monday afternoon. The tug Re- 
liance pulled us away from the dock 
out into the bay. We went very near 
the Iowa, the "Giant," dressed in her 
"bestest," and every craft in. the har- 
bor saluted her. We passed out of the 
Golden gate at 5.15, and after letting off 
our pilot and three ".stowaways" we put 
out to sen. It was dark and windy and 
I couldn't get many picture. 


Tuesday the- Pacific was a* calm as 


a. mill pond. We had a n,ice band con- 
cert in, the afternoon and after supper 
we played banjos and sang. 


"Wednesday was clear and nice in ths 


morning, but about 10 o'clock it began 
to be rough, and the fellows got aea 
sick very fast.- Neither "Dad" nor I 
have felt sea sick or any other kind of 
sickness at all. 


After noon everyone had to be vac- 


cinated, but the one I got at Presidio 
•u orked, so mine was sufficient. All the 
me-n had to be inspected in under- 
clothes .T)d bare feet. Every precaution 
against disease is being taken. 


Friday—It is as clear as a ball today 


and we are getting where it is much 
warmer. The crew are -putting awnings 
over the entire top deck. 
Tester- 


day afternoon 
one of the 
firemen 


dropped dead at his post. Heart disease 
it is supnosed. HP v o ; embalmed and 
put in an airtight r-asket, and will be 
buried at Honolulu. The custom of 
burying dead at sea it being done away 
with, for each transport has an under- 
taker with it. And by the way, in 
Papa's portion of the hold, where he 
keeps' ail of the quartermaster's! stuff 
there are a couple of hundred coffins 
just to ornament the place. 


The band is giving us great concerts 


every day. This morning they played 
"My Honolulu lady." Quite appropriate, 
wasn't It? 


Saturday morning—I just got through 


breakfast, and the deck is occupied by 
the mem mustered for pay, sto I will 
write you a little bit. I got a job yes- 
terday at the canteen, but it will make 
such a talk that "Dad" thinks I had 
better throw it up. It was worth $1.50 
per day. We will probably see land to- 
morrow night or Sunday morning. I 
am surprised at the way the days have 
gone. It seems only yesterday that we 
sH sail. We live finely on the boat, 
have almost as good "feed1' as we did 
at the "Foquet." 


Sunday morning—I have just come 


from church. That sounds well, doesn't 
it? Church call sounded at 9.30 and al\ 
onboard came up on the upper deck to 
listen to the band and the "pious" pec- 
p.,'. The captain gave us a flne talk. He 
said he had never carried a more gen- 
tlemanly regiment, and that the men's 
quarters had never been kept go clean 
and neat.
